This month the Emancipation Proclamation 
was celebrated. Negroes banqueted, white 
liberals wept, priets and preachers got out 
their all-praises due to Lincoln sermons, 
rabbis compared the dude to Moses and all 
people of good-will rejoiced in this event. 

The people who celebrated the great event 
must have never read the document or studied 
the acts and words of Lincoln. Lincoln was 
a firm believer in white supremacy and re- 
garded black people as comical objects and 
also inferior. Our emancipator was fond of 
nigger jokes. 

Abraham Lincoln's political career before 
presidency is characterized by an extreme 
reluctance to touch slavery, at all. He was 
not opposed to slavery, only its extension. 
Lincoln's response to the infamous Fugitive 
Slave Law of 1850 was not condemnation but 
support. A powerful man in state politics, 
he said nothing against the state of oppres- 
sion of blacks in Illinois, let alone act. 
Blacks could not vote, attend public schools 
or testify against white people. He was 
asked to repeal the ban against blacks tes- 
tifying in court by the black leader, H. Ford 
Douglas, Lincoln refused. 

In Charleston, Ill., on Sept. 18, 1858, 
the future emancipator said: "I will say, 
that I am not nor ever have been, in favor 


of making voters or jurors of Negroes, nor of 
qualifying them to hold office, nor to inter- 


marry with white people; and I will state, 
in addition, to this, that there is a physi- 
cal difference between the white and black 
races which I believe will forever forbid 
the two races living together on terms of 
social and political equality. And in as 
much as they cannot so live, while they do 
remain together there must oe tne position 
of superior and inferior, and I as muc 
any other man am in favor of having the z 
superior position assigned to the white race: 
When he became president he strayed e bit 
from his pre-presidential position. But not 
much.

Several times when anti-slavery legislatim 
was mandated by Congress he refused to take 
action. Lincoln endoresed a 37 year gradual 
and compensatory (to whites) emancipation pro- 
clamation and proposed an amendment which 
would have kept slavery in non-seceding states 
and Washington D.C. He feared emancipation 
would turn four million half-savage animals on 
defenseless whites. Like most white liberals 
he was terrified by the thought of possible 
black violence. White violence didn't bother 
him a bit. 

The Proclamation states that the "freeing" 
was a military necessity. The Proclamation 
did not free any of the slaves outside rebel 
territory. Slaves in the Union were still 
slaves. The Emancipation Proclamation was not 
meant for them. -Seems as if slavery was okay 
es long as the state or county was loyal to th 
the Union. Makes you wonder if the Civil War 
was fought by Union whites to keep slavery in 
the Union, and by Confederate whites to take © 
slavery out of their land.. Lincoln also ad= 
monished freed slaves to be non-violent unless 
in necessary self-defense. 

The legislation that freed all slaves in 
rebel territory was the Second Confiscation 
Act (remember blacks were property) passed by 
Congress. But still slavery was legal in the 
Union border states. The Thirteenth Amendment 
bolished slavery.

igh School Bill of Rights 


1. STUDENTS HAVE THE RIGHT TO EXER- 
CISE ALL RIGHTS ENUMERATED IN THE 
UNITED STATES CONSTITUTION, THE BILL 
OF RIGHTS AND ALL OTHER AMENDMENTS 
AND THOSE ESTABLISHED BY THE UNITED 
STATES SUPREME COURT. | 


At the National Peace Action Coalition Conference 
early in December the decision was made to build a nat- 
ional demonstration of protest against the war in South- 
east Asia this spring. On April 24 mass actions will 
take place all over the country with major emphasis on 
Washington D.C. and San Francisco. Despite the vessim- 
isms of some, mass action remains the most important and 
effective way to mobilize all who support the central 
demand for immediate withdrawal from Sotheast Asia. 

In solidarity with the NPAC proposals, the Student 
Mobilization Committee has called a national conference 
in Washington D.C. for February 19-21 at Catholic 
University. SMC has been one of the primary organizers 
of anti-war activity since 1966. In building for April

IH. STUDENTS HAVE THE FULL FREEDOM 
OF POLITICAL ACTIVITY IN THE HIGH 
SCHOOLS. 

1. Students may form political and social organiza- 
tions in the school, including those which champion un- 
popular causes and regardless of the political and social 
views of the organization. ; 

2. Students have the right to full use of school 
facilities—bulletin boards, auditoriums, public address 


ences which are normally held twice a year. SMC supports 
mass actions independent of all parties and institutions 
of the government and continues to view such actions as 
the most effective weapon of the anti-war movement. SMC 
does not, however, endorse confrontational tactics 
because this serves only to alienate many sympathetic 
people and to bust the movement. Instead every effort 

is made to unite each section of this society - students, 
labor, women, Third World and GIs in the struggle against 
the war. 

Complimentary to building mass action as April 24, 

SMC supports abolition of the draft, the struggle against 
campus complicity with the war, self determination for 
Viet ‘Nam and Third World Americans, and constitutional 
rights for GIs and high school students. The necessity 
of these demands is cleary demonstrated in the repressive, 
military atmosphere of Pensacola. One simply has to take 
a look at any issue of the University of West Florida's 
Voyager to see the blatant complicity with the military 
machine, or to talk with svmnathetic military men and 
women to see the growing rage of anti-war GI's and officers.

5. Students have the right to wear any symbol of 
their political beliefs, such as buttons, armbands, and 
style of dress which express their opinions. 

6. Students have the right to choose their own 
method of expressing their beliefs and to refrain from 
saluting the flag or from attending any assemblies 
which they so desire. 

7. Students have the right to strike. 


IH. STUDENTS HAVE THE RIGHT TO FREE- 
DOM OF SPEECH AND THE PRESS. 

1. Student publications must be controlled by 
the students and may in no way be censored by the 
administration or faculty. Editing will be done by the 
student editors. Any student organization has the right 
‘to have access to the school newspaper to advertise its 
ideas and activities. 

2. Student publications (newspapers and maga- 
zines) which are not “official” school publications are 
to be treated with the same rights as (1) above with 
full use of school facilities to produce and distribute 
them. 


IV. STUDENTS HAVE THE RIGHT TO DUE

ELECTIONS IN THE SCHOOLS. 

1. Students shall have the right to run in any 
school election for any office. There shall be an end 
to arbitrary administration requirements and screen- 
ing of candidates. 

2. All students in the school shall have the right 
to vote. Scheduling of balloting shall occur at a time 
when all students are present during regular school 
hours. 

3. All candidates shall have the right to wage a 
real campaign with full use of school facilities to free- 
ly advertise théir full election platform. 
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There is fast-growing support among high school students 
of such demands as those listed in the SMC'ts High School 


Bill of Rights.

VI.. STUDENTS HAVE THE RIGHT TO END 


HIGH-SCHOOL COMPLICITY WITH THE 


WAR MACHINE. 

1. The student body has the right to be free 
from the presence of any influence of federal agencies 
not directly involved in the educational process. 

2. There shall be an end to all military programs 
like ROTC in the schools and to all military recruiting 
in the high schools. 

3. There shall be an end to the use of police 
to settle disputes within the schools.

Some of the guys in this com- 
munity considering what to do about 
their military "obligations" met 
together recently for what was præ- 
ably on of the largest meetings of | 
its kind in this commnity to date. 
Between 20 and 30 people, mostly 
males of draftable age, showed up 
to hear Rev. Robert Horton, a re- 
presentative of the Prison Visita- 
tion Service to War Objectors. Hav- 
ing been involved in this kind of | 
activity since World War II, Rev. | 
Horton had a wealth of knowledge 
and first-hand experiences to re- 
late about men who resist the draft. 
including Joan Baez's husband, who 
will be out on parole soon. 

Another reason Rev. Horton 
came to this area was to visit two 
men serving sentences as war object- 
ors at the federal prison on Eglin 
Airforce Bace. The last time these | 

men were visited- by anyone was last

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In November of last year 1970, Dr. Alan “I. 
Kirshner, faculty history professor at UWF, and 
Dr. Cheri Most, faculty Sociology member at UWF 
were both notified that their contracts were ter- 
minated. Immediately the question arose why these 
two facultry personnel, and Dr. Michael ‘IcCrath, 
UWF faculty member of Professional education who 
was forced to resign under duress, were being re-- 
moved from their academic positions. 

According to the University of West Florida 
handbooks, the following are the grounds to fire 
or retain an untenured faculty person: 1) pro- 
fessional publications, 2) student evaluations 

3) colleague evaluations, 4) recomnedations of 
the chairman of his respected department, and 
5) community service. 

Concerning Dr. Kirshner, if thess criteria 
are the necessary and sufficient conditions of 
deciding to keep or fire a professor, then Dr. 
Kirshner should be retained. For, he has pub- 
at least one article and a. book reve while 
several others are being considered for publica- 
tion. Furthermore, Dr. Kirshner has been rated 
by students as being in the top 5% of all teach- 
ing faculty at UWF, and colleague evaluations 
and chairman eal iti ons are equally as strong. 
Also, Dr. Kirshner has always in public gather- 
ings encouraged his listeners to individually 
search for truthful and just solutions and ac- 
tions that improve the social fabic of Pensa- 
cola and Florida in a non-violent educational 
processe 

The main reason Dr. Kirshner is being fired 
is the fact that during a speech at Washington 
H.S. where he stated that he was speaking for 
himself and not the University of W. Florida, 
azed Students to gre St eat the de-

"Move 
Over" is another Joplin written song which could’ 
possibly make great dtrides in rock music. Janis’ 
bluesy voice comes through with intensity in "My 
Baby". "Buried Alive” in the Blues" is a very sad 
instrumental because the band recorded it the day 
before Janis died =- she never lived to complete the 
lyrics, but the rhythm is fantastic. 
Full Tilt Boogie has at least one thing in their 
favor, they are a fantastic band that don't out- 
blast Janis! vocals. There is more but the only 
way to get the real impact of the album is just to 
listen. 
And if people are as smart as I think they are, 
"pearl" will become a best seller album within a 
matter of weeks. Or as Janis would say...
